Gombining cclums 1, 2 and 3, it is secon thet tho tutel numbor of porsons 
oecupiod in all cepecitics in tho fcrcos end in civilian work incrossoc from 2,750,600 
in July 1939 to 3,300,600 in Juno 1943, that is by 550,600, Botwoon June 1943 and 
March 1944 the total furthor increased by 14,30L.

Tho abnormal or wer=timo incrosxso in number of porsons occupiod in work or 
forces (Column 7, Table 1) are persons who had roturnod to work sftor rotircment, porsons 
who Would normally havo retirod but dolayod thoir rotircmont, end persons whe would not, 


but for war ecnditicns, havo onterod ints complcoymont or fcreos. During tho nine months 
ended Merch, 1944 tho number of porsens in this catogory hns doclinod, tho docroaso in tho 
malos moro than offsotting tho incroaso in tho fomalos, Total cccupiod mslo broadwinnors 


(including forcos) incrorsed by cnly 1,100 during tho poriod and, with a normal accossicn 
of 14,400 boccming availablo, thoro was thus e docrcaso of 13,300 (cr 1,500 por month) in 
mealos who bocamo breadwinncrs in War-time, Fomalos occupiod as brorndwinnors incroasod 
by 13,200 from Juno, 1943 to Merch, 1944 and, with « normal accossicn cf 6,000 bocoming 
aveileble, thoro was thus an incroaso of 7,200 (or 800 per nenth) in fomalos who became 
broadwinnors as a rosult cf war-tinc conditions. 


The employer and self-employed group (column 2, Teblo 1) shows a hoavy 
declino during tho war duo to onlistments in the forecs and transfors to wagosoarning 
occupetions. 


Sufficient deta are not availablo tc prosont tho forcgcing comploto analysis 
at monthly intorvals. The romainder of this survey doels with monthly figures for 
enlistmonts end wego and salary oernors in omploynont (cxcluding rural end housohcld domostic.

Tho mein footuros cf tho April 1944 figuros (as shuwm in Tablo 2) may be 
summarized as follcws:- 
Melos: Comparod with tho provious iwnth, thore was a not reduction in males enlistod in 
tho Forcos in April cof 5,100, whilo malos omployod in non-rurel industry showod a docroasoe 
of 4,700. During tho year ondod April, 1944, molos in tho Forcos or o1ployodc in non-rural 
industry docroased by 19,300, tho Forcos shcwing a not cocronso of 12,200 anc non-rural 
employront a net decroaso of 7,100. Proliminary dete show thet numbers cf male wago anc 
salary oarnors ongegod in rural incustry docreasoc ovor tho yornr oncoc March, 1944, by 
ebout 1,000 but there wes an incroxso in tho nunbers of ocwnors, sherofermors, ctc,

Govornucntel munitions etc. (which is exclusive munitions manufacture under 
contract) reached a peak employment level in May, 1943 and by April, 1944 had released 
25,000 (males 14,800 and fomales 10,200), Tho bulk of this doclino has occurrod sinco 
tho Cabinet docidod on lst Octobor, 1943, that largo numbors should bo transforred to 
othor industrios. 


During tho poriod Octovor, 1943 - April, 1944, Government omploymont 
(incl, Alliod) oxpanded stoadily, though Commonwoslth Governmont omploymont (oxcluding 
factorios) showod 2 docrcaso. "All Othor" omploymont showod littlc change ovor tho 
period whilo "Other Factoricos" showod slight oxpension.

It should be noted that almost every soction of the "ordinary" dcpartmonts 
of tho Commonwoalth Government is doing work sssociatod with the war offort. A notable 
point is tho oxtont to which fomelos have bocn recruited for this work and elso for work 
in tho war departmonts c.g., tho P.li.G.'s Dopertmont has absorbcd 7,000 fomalos since 1939, 
Whilo Navy, Army and Air Fores have ovor 10,000 fomelos. 


De SECRET 
Certain activities of State Governments have beon greatly reduced e,g. 

public works construction. Administrative staffs have boon roducod by call-up of mon 
for military servico and by loan to Commonwoalth agencies and thoso losscs havo boon made 
up in part by tomporary omployment of women and also in part by rocall of rotirod omploycos. 
Ono phase of State Govornmont activitios which has shown groet oxpansion is transport 
SOrvico O.gey railways (cxcluding workshops and omitting staff on military leave) have 
shown an incrcaso sinco Juno, 1939, of about 9,000 malcs and 3,000 femalos. Sinco July, 
1941 oducation staffs havo had a not logs of noarly 1,000 malos and not gain of about 
6,000 fomalos, 


Local Government sorvwices hevo boon roduccd, Sone auministrativo personnel 
havo beon roplacod by womon, 
The table bolow shows tho total numbers of omployocs actually working on 
ell Alliod Works Council projects (whether carricd cut by private contractors or Govern- 
mental authoritios) secciding to roturns supplicc by the Allicd Works Council. It also 
includ.s tho approximeto numbors of mon who wero cn lesvo from tho Civil Construction 
Corps or in transit to A.V.C. jobs. Those ncn must be added to tho numbers actually 
working to arrive at the total manpower absorbed by the Allicd Works Council programme, 
In addition tho tablo shovs, for cortain months, the apprcxinsto numbors actuelly working 
for Govornnontal anc Scmi-Gcvornmontal authoritics «nd thoso working for privete con- 
tractors, A dissoction of tho numbers actuelly working at tho ond of oach month into 
Civil Construction Corps, Alions ami othor omploycos hes rocontly beon mede available 
by the Allied Works Council and is incorporated in tho teablo.

3. DEFENCE FORCES 

Tho numbers of psrsons eonlistod in tho Dofenecco Forcos since tho commencement 
of war aro summarizod from official records in tho following stetomcent. Tho gross enlist- 
monts aro shown in tho first column while tho socond colum rcprosonts the not numbor teken 
into Defonco Forecos and not dischargod. It includos doaths, missing, prisoners of war end 
wounded. This total, with tho addition of Permanont Forces, is tho significant figure 
for manpower purposos and has boon usod in tho proceding tablos, Lf It shows tho not cxtont 
to which tho Defonco Forcos heve drawn mon and womon from civil lifo, Actually it is a 
littlo undorstetod, as 2 smell numbor of the porsons dischergod from the Forces are in- 
capacitetod, tomporarily or permanontly, and not fit to resume civil occupations,

The largost incroaso during April, in tho not figures for males occurrod in 
the Rebsk Fs - 1,850.
